One of the most insidious 
threats to our democracy today 
is the willingness of so many 


people to let somebody else do | 


their thinking for them, This is 


particularly true of political | 


thinking. It is so easy to dismiss 


some knotty problem from our) 
minds by telling ourselves that 


we have no special knowledge 


and that we are quite content) 


to leave it to the “experts” or 
the “politicians” to work out 
some answer for us, 

This tendency shows itself in 
its most prevalent and danger- 
ous form in the action of various 
organizations in pledging the 
political support of their mem- 


bers to this, that, or the other | 
| party The moment we, as in- 


dividuals, allow anybody to de- 


| cide for us what we should do, | 


| what we should think, for whom | 
| workers or neighbours. The sec- 


we should vote, or to pledge 


| our support to any party or line 


of thought, we are selling our- 
selves and democracy short. 


DEMOCRACY IS NOT based 
on the theory that experts know 


what is best for us. Democracy | 


is based on the theory that while 
experts may put forward sug- 
sted solution to problems, ev- 
ery single member of a dem- 
ocratic society is capable of judg- 
ing for himself, or herself, 
whether that solution is a satis- 


factory one. Every indivjdual is |, 
| presumed to be able to know 


whether or not he is satisfied 
with things as they exist and we 
don’t need expert advice as to 
whether we are satisfied. As one 
of the Greek fathers of dem- 


| ocracy put it: “You don’t have 


to be a shoemaker to tell if your 
shoes fit comfortably.’ 

Even jin our political part 
there is too often a tendency 
for members of the party to ac- 
cept blindly the decisions of 
their leaders Instead of the 
policy of the party being decid- 
ed upon by the members it 1s 
decided by the leaders and the 
members are stuck with it. 
Knowing they can count on the 
unquestioning support of their 
followers leaves the leaders with 
dangerous power—power which 
tends to make them careless be- 
cause they know they can count 
on the loyal batking of those 
followers under practically all 
circumstances If, on the other 
hand, the leaders had to stop 
and ask themselves whether 
they could get the support of

their followers for each new 
policy or line of action they 
decide upon they would be kep: 
on their toes at all times—and 
all of us would benefit, 

In a democracy your mos! 
precious privilege is your free- 
dom to think for yourself and 
to express your personal opin- 
ions through the secret ballot. 
The reason we have a secret 
ballot is not to permit peopic 
to do things they would be 
ashamed to admit publicly, but 
to permit them to do what the 
believe to be right and best 
without fear of reprisals fro 
neighbours, fellow-workers, or 
employers who may hold di 
ferent opinions. In an open bal- 
lot people might be afraid to 
express their true opinions for 
fear of losing their jobs, or 
incurring the enmity of fellow- 


ret ballot is the safeguard of 


| our personal freedom. It is the 
| bulwark of our democratic form 


of government, 


EXPERTS OPINIONS are 
valuable, but they aren't necess- 
arily correct. And sometimes 
experis are not as clever as they 
think they are, or as other peo- 
ple think them to be, Often only 
time and testing will reveal what 
is right and what is wrong, what 
is best and what is worst. 
Many of us have had the ex- 


| perience of having been sold a 


pair of shoes, a suit, or a coat 
which the “expert” salesman 
assured us “fitted perfectly” 


| only to find later that the shoes 
|} pinched, or the suit was too 


tight, or the coat hung on us 
like a sack. 

So, in a democracy, we must 
always question in the light of 
our own knowledge and exper- 
ience those solutions which are 
put forward as an answer to 
the problems confronting us. As 
individuals we must pay the bills 
and suffer the consequences of 
the actions of our governments 
Therefore, as individuals, we 
have a duty to ourselves 
examine al] the actions of al 
governments, all the proposed 
actions of all parties, and form 
our own conclusions, Democracy 
is based on the importance of 
the individual, The: individual 
should not permit himself to 
become unimportant or to sub- 
ordinate his rights or his privil- 
eges to the ambitions of any 
organization or its leaders.

There are now many training 
colleges which turn out fully qual 
ified teachers. But the supply has 
not yet caught up with the demanc 
so that the Soviet Union suffers 
from classes that are too large — 
even more than we do here 

THERE !S ALSO a great shortage 
of school buildings, and one ofier 
finds, for imstance, that the young 
er children are taught in the morn 
ings and the older in the after 
noons. Schoo! books and writing 
materials were so short during the 
war that some schools were reduc 


ed to learning by rote 

Boys and girls are taught together

Gift Food Boxes 
Sent to Europe 


OT@AWA, (CP)—The Co-oper- 
ative Union of Canada has turned 
its attention to the feeding of Eur- 
ope's hungary and has taken over 
the dominion end of operations of 
the ©o-operative for American Re- 
mittances to Europe 

The parent relief body sends 50- 
pound food parcels to persons in 
11 European countries. Donors in 
Canada and the US. pay $10 per 
pareel 

The Ottawa off is handling 
contributions at a mounting rate, 
now sbout $1,000 a week. A typi- 
cal parcel was displayed at a Ot- 
tawa hotel where representatives 
of the Greek, Czech and French 
diplomatic missions here inspected 
it 


The pareels contain about 30 
pounds of edibles, including almost 
10 pounds of meat, 6% of cereal and 
biscuits, four of sugar and candy, 
about four of jam and pudding and 
a half pound of butter. Also, there 
are such items as soap, cigarettes, 
chewing gum and matches 

The food in a package will feed 
a family of four a supplemental 2.- 
800-calory meal each day for two 
weeks 

Donors have packages sent to in- 
dividual recipients in the Europ- 
ean countries, and they get a signed 
receipt from the eventual consumer
